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In the short term the position is obviously most 
satisfactory. As regards the long term, I think there is a 
good deal of force in Mr. Galletti's remarks. I gather that 
the prospect of oil revenue coming to an end in Brumei is 
still very remote indeed, but I see no reason whatever why 
we should not encourage the territory to produce a Development 
Plan which will take account both of the need to develop 
social services and of the need to expand economic activities 
on a planned basis. I would not myself advocate the 
creation of an oil revenue replacement reserve fund, at 
least until the economic possibilities of the territory have 
been explored. It seems to me that a stable economy, 
on a planned basis, is a much safer investment, if it can 
be achieved,

I have the honour to forward herewith, for the 
2 copies approval of H.E. the High Commissioner, the Estimates 
2 copies of Revenue and Expenditure for the State in respect 
RSAC Tae of the year 1949, together with a memorandum by the 
State Treasurer. 


2° The delay in submitting these Estimates is entirely 
due to the recent salaries revision which entailed the 
complete re-casting of all Personal Emoluments and many 
Other Charges - Annually Recurrent. 


3e An attempt has been made to improve the format 
this year. More items have been grouped and the old 
Appendix "C" has been omitted entirely because some 
pensions need to be re-computed, owing to the salaries 
revision. However I do not think it is really necessary 
to show details of Pensions in this way and I note that 
it is not done in most other Estimates which I have seen. 
The suggested new form for the lower half of the 
cover differs from the present one and is I think more 
satisfactory. 


4. The revised Estimates of Revenue for the current year 
exceed the original Estimates by Some $830,000, the principal 
increases being under Customs, Posts and Telegraphs, Land 
Revenue and Oil Royalties, and Interest. The increase under 
Cession Monies is due to the compounding of these payments. 

The big increase in Oil Royalties estimated in 1949 
is based on the Oil Company's forecast. 

If a new issue of stamps for the Sultan's Silver Jubilee 
is approved, the Posts and Telegraphs revenue may well be 
considerably enhanced, 


5. The revised Estimate of Expenditure for the current 
year falls short of the original estimate by nearly $700,000. 
This is entirely due to the failure of the P.W.D. to carry out 
more than a fraction of the P.W. Extraordinary, but owing to 
circumstances over which it has had no control. It has been 
necessary to carry these items forward as Re-votes to 1949 
and conditions have improved to such an extent that I feel 
we shall be able to catch up with most of the arrears in the 
coming yeare 

The very large increase in 1948 under Miscellaneous 
Services was entirely: due to back-payment of salaries and 
refund of customs duty on machinery imported for rehabilitation 
purposes, 

The main increases in Expenditure for 1949 are shown 
in the Treasurer's memorandum which I will not elaborate, 
except to remark that the P.W. Department's resources will be 
severely strained to complete the large programme envisaged. 

At last however several contractors from outside the 
State are evincing an interest in business here and I think 
that this will save the day, if labour and materials do not 
prove a stumbling-block, 


6. From the revised 1948 Estimates it will be seen that 
a surplus of $2,055,000 is anticipated compared with the 
original estimate of a surplus of $518,290. 

In 1949 a small surplus of $221,235 is anticipated 
but I have little doubt that eventually this will prove to 
have been an under-estimate. 


Ts A glance at the Table of Assets and Liabilities will 
show that the financial position is very sound and as the 
Oilfield is expected to have a life of at least 50 years 
I have no anxieties whatever for the future, provided that 
world conditions remain stable.

All the monies payable to Government were compounded 
In 1948 for a lump sum of $133,000, there will thereforebe no similar 
revenue therefrom in 1949 but it will be reflected in the surplus 
revenue available for investment.

The total expenditure of $6,780,000 for 1949 exceeds the 
revised Estimate for 1948 by some $M 2%. This increase is chiefly 
accounted for under the heading P.W.D. Extraordinary where we find 
nearly 33 million dollars are to be spent as compared with some 
$600,000 this year. Of this $m 3s, $M 14 have been revoted. 

The reasons for the necessity for so large a revote are; the non- 
arrival of materials, difficulties in acquiring land sites and 
delay in finalising a decision on the new hospital and schools. 


2 The Revised Salary Scheme recently introduced will entail 
an additional expenditure of about $200,000 


3 A new Fisheries Department will come into being in 1949 and 
will cost ¢ 140, 


4. The Police Force is to be strengthened and increased. This 
will account for an Increase of $25,000. 


De There is a considerable rise in Posts & Telegraphs expenditure 
occasioned by increased traffic and the need for a larger staff. 
The increase is $69,000. 


6. It is planned to spend some $210,000 more than in 1948 in 
respect of the Medical & Health Department, of this amount $180,000 
will be needed for Special equipment for the new hospital. 


Te $92,000 has had to be revoted by the Electrical Department 
in respect of the new plant which has not yet materialised. 


8. The outstanding individual items to be accomplished by the 
PeW.De are the erection of, the Sultan's Astana ($250,000), 

new hospital ($800,000), and there is a total expenditure of 
$454,000 for the Education Department. 
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A sum of $M 13 was remitted to U.K. in May 1948 for 
investment under Surplus Balances. In November it was recommended 
that this amount be transferred to the General Reserve Fund and 
that an additional sum of $M 2 be remitted for. investment under 
Surplus Balances this year. 


It is satisfactory to record that in spite of having 


to carry forward such large sums in revotes, we shall be able 
to balance the budget without making use of Surplus Balances.
